I love a 
man who has a million papers under his elbows, who has dozens of reference books 
cutting off his views, who has information hitting him from every point of the 
compass, and who doesn't yell at somebody to file it. Filing things is only an ex- 
cuse to quit seeing them. Perhaps I am thinking of Editors - anyway there are a 
lot of others who are going places with the help of a dirty desk.

The desk was made by hand, 
in two sections, it was so big. No such desk has been made in the memory of man. 
In four months it was installed and many there were from near and far who came to 
see the contraption that was to end all argument concerning whether anyone ever

I 
could not see him for the mountains of books in front of him, for his entire pri- 
vate library apparently, rested upon the desk. At first I thought of a still big- 
ger desk with a small scooter to reach the corners if the Editor was in a hurry. 
Cn second thoughts I fell back on my original belief. The Editor is a marvel of 
efficiency and most of what he needs is in his head. With a disorderly desk he 
can do things. With a clean desk he would be as Sampson after Delilah had shorn 
him of his power.
